Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1-4 and 6-20 are allowed over the prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention is directed to apparatus of a mobile terminal selectably also operable by a 
user in a radio communication system. Each independent claim identifies the uniquely 
distict feature "at least one executable block of code forming a recreational application , 
executable by the user at the mobile terminal pursuant to user interaction therewith, 
execution of the recreational application forming said executable block of code 
generating at least an indicia of performance success of the execution by the user of the 
recreational application forming said executable of code ; a formatter couple to receive 
the result indication generated by said detector, said formatter for formatting the result 
indication into a signal transmittable upon the communication path ". The recited prior 
art Matsumoto et al (us 6,272,332) and Obhan (us 6,275,695) , either singularly or in 
combination , fail to anticipate or render the above underline limitation obvious.
